The Berlin Philharmonic Wind Quintet (Philharmonisches Blaserquintett Berlin), founded in 1988, is the 
first permanently established wind quintet in the Berlin Philharmonic's rich tradition of chamber music. 
The quintet, having maintained their original membership from inception, consists of Michael Hasel, 
flute; Andreas Wittman, oboe; Walter Seyfarth, clarinet; Fergus McWilliam, horn; and Henning Trog, 
bassoon. 


The Berlin Philharmonic Wind Quintet has performed throughout Europe, North and South 

America, Israel, Australia and the Far East. Their repertoire covers not only the entire spectrum of the 
wind quintet literature, but also includes works for enlarged ensembles. In addition, the quintet has 
collaborated with pianists such as Stephen Hough, Jon Nakamatsu, Lars Vogt and Lilya Zilberstein. Since 
1991, the quintet has recorded exclusively for the Swedish label BIS Records and their recordings have 
received critical accolades worldwide.
